Developing Agriculture i in a Canada 


A man, woman or child who does not enjoy good health and the bless- 
fi of a sound, strong body is handicapped in life no matter how well off 


they may be in this world’s goods, because nothing else, or all clse, can com- 
pensate for the lack of health. And the nation that docs not take active 
measures to promote and protect the public health is allowing a weakneess 
to continue and develop which cannot but retard the national growth and 
prosperity and undermine the national strength. 

Wile good health and a physically fit body is the first and most im- 
portant item in the equipment of the ind{vidual, and the chief asset of the 
©:ate, second in importance comes a trained and educated mind. A nation, 
of giants if ignorant and illiterate could not accomplish much for their own 
betterment, and would, in fact, be a menace to the world. Brute force 
would be their dominating characteristic; they would be a relic of caveman 
days. Therefore, wise nations and far-seeing Governments place the de- 
velopment of education among the people as one of the foremost duties of 
the State. 

It was in recognition of these facts that, in this Series of articles on 
the duties, functions and methods of government in Canada, attention has 
been devoted in preceding articles to the work and activities of Government 
along these lines However, the possession of health and strength is but 
equipment to do the world’s work, and education is a tool in the hands of 
the workman wherewith he can do the best possible work in‘the most effi- 
cicnt manner. Given these essentials, it next becomes the duty of the 
State to assist pcople to work along right lines and by the most approved 
methods, and in ways which will redound to the welfare of the individual 
and the prosperity and growth of the nation. 

There are certain things which each individual must do for himself; 
there are others which people must accomplish by co-operation and a union 
of their individual efforts; there are others which are beyond the capabili- 
ties of the individual, or groups of individuals, and which must be under- 
taken by the State in the interests of all if success is to be achieved. 

The chief business of the Western Provinces of Canada is agricultural 
—to produce food, not alone for their own people, but for all the world. 
Nature itself designed these Provinces for that work, and it is the part of 
wisdom for Governments to accept Nature's design and assist to the fuHest 
possible extent in working it out. ‘It is only right and proper and good 
business that one of the most important of the departments of government 
should be that devoted to agriculture. It is well that this fact has been 
recognized so fully in all three Prairie Provinces from the earliest days. 

The duty of fostering agriculture in Canada is, however, not confined 
by the Canadian constitution to either the Federal Parliament or the Pro- 
vincial Legislatures, but is an obligation laid upon all. Unfortunately, 
this has led to much duplication of effort and over-lapping in services. so 
that full value has not been received by the Dominion for the large sums 
spent annually for the encouragement and improvement of agriculture. 

It is high time that a clear understanding as to their respective fields 
of endeavor should be arrived at between the Dominion Government on 
the one hand and the Provincial Governments on the other. There are, 
certain phases of agriculture which are common to the whole Dominion 
and these might well be set apart as coming within the exclusive jurisdic-| 
tion of the Federal authority. On the other hand, climatic, soil and other | 
conditions differ so greatly between the Maritime Brovinges: the old Proy- 
inces of Ontario and Quebec, the three Prairie Provinces, and British Col- 
umbia, that it is the height of folly for the Dominion to attempt to deal 
with many of the questions which engage their attention, and which the 
several Provinces, owing to local conditions, have likewise been forced to 
undertake. These might well be left exclusively to the several Provinces 
to manage as‘ their particular interests demand. 

Instead of this being done, it is unfortunately only too true that in 
many cases when a Province inaugurates a certain line of work in connec- 
tion with agricultural encouragement and betterment it is a signal for the 
Federal Department of Agriculture to engage in the same activity, and in 
other instances Provinces commence a duplication wf services being per- 
formed by the Dominion. There appears to be a reluctance on the part 
of officialdom in all our Capitals to abandon any particular branch, possibly 
because it would mean that some officials would be out of a job; possibly 
for purely party political reasons. Asa result we have dairy branches, and 
livestock branches, and branches devoted to this and that, at Ottawa and 
all the Provinces, with, of course, duplication of effort and waste of money 
in many ways. 

There is a wonderful opportunity for some one of the nine or ten 
Ministers of Agriculture in Canada to devise a plan for ending all this con- 
fusion, waste and over-lapping, and for the co-ordinatien of agricultural, 
educational and experimental work in this Dominion, Zt will mgan the 
saving of millions of dollars now wasted for an extcussgm of really worth 


while work in other directions, or enlarging the programmes already being 
attempted.

Explains Bacon Situation 
British Controller Says Arrangements 

Will Satisfy Canadian Producers. 

Hon. \Mr. MeCurdy, the British 
Food Controller, when interviewed 
by the Canadian. Associated Press, 
said the statements made by press 
despatches from Canada that Britain 
has postponed the decontrolling of 
Canadian bacon were incorrect, and 
hased on a complete misunderstand- 
ing, Mr, McCurdy stated that he 
had made arrangements which he be- 
lieved will entirely satisfy Canadian 
producers. The whole exportable 
surplus of Canadian bacon made from 
hogs killed to the end of December 
has been purchased by the Food 
Ministry, he added, and Canadian 
bacon made from hogs killed this 
year will be allowed to come forward 
on private account through the or- 
dinary trade ¢hannels, ‘There were 
no grounds for suggesting that Can- 
ada had been “getting a raw deal from 
Britain,” the Food Controller declar- 
ed, The premium paid for Canadian 
bacon in 1920 compared with all other 
supplies purchased in America or Eur- 
ope had been higher than was ever 
paid in a free market, whether reck- 
oned in stesling or Canadian currency. 
The Food Ministry had always pur- 
chased the total Canadian output 
without limit of quantity, and had en- 
deavored in every way to consider 
Canadian interests. Negotiations 
for the general decontrol of bacon 
supplics were proceeding satisfactor- 
ily, Mr. McCurdy added. 


A Mathematical Wonder 
Blind Man Proves Himself a Genius 
In Feats of Calculation. 


Extraordinary calculating feats of a 
man of twenty-six named Fleury, 
blind from birth, are described by Dr. 
L. Lotto, of the asylum at Armen- 
tieres. Despite his ability, Fleury is 
of inferior general mentality, if not in- 
sane. ; 

“Pleury can give the square root of 
any number running into six figures 
in six seconds,” says the Lancet. “He 
gave the cube root of 34,012,224 in 11 
seconds, and the cube root of 465,- 
484,375 in 13 seconds, 2 

“These seem mere trifles, however, 
compared with the following: He was 
asked how many grains of corn there 
would be in any one of 64 boxes, with 
one in the first, two in the second, 
four in the third, eight in the fourth, 
and so on in succession. He gave 
the answers for the 14th (8,192), for 
the 18th (131,072) and the 24th (8,388,- 
608) instantaneously, and he gave the 
6088) instantaneously, and he gave the 
figures for the 48th box (140,737,488,- 
355,328) in six seconds. On the re- 
quest to give the total in all the boxes 
he furnished the correct answer (18,- 
446,073,709,551,615) in-45 seconds, 

Being blind from birth, he has 
never scen figures, but has studied 
Braillo and devised some method of 
his own, He has been offered the 
opportunity of further education. 


Ancient | Armor 


How Metal Garments Were Made for 
the Knights of Old. 


Ancient armor cost money, <A 
complete iron suit of exclusive de- 
sign might “stick” the purchaser for 
as much as $1,000, which was a great 
sum in those days. Baronial gentle- 
men, however, had their own profes- 
sional armorers to turn out such 
metal garments. The common sol- 
diers went to battle with nothing bet- 
ter to protect them than leather jer- 
kins and steel caps.. Recently sain- 
ples were taken from a dozen of an- 
cient pieces and put through a chemi- 
cal and miseroscopical examination 
by experts in order to find out some- 
thing about how the stuff was made. 
It was found that all the pieces thus 
tested were made from very pure 
wrought iron, converted into steel by 
the old “cementation” process. ~The 
original iron was produced much like 
our modern wrought iron. It was 
carbonized, hammered into sheets and 
the sheets welded together. The 
whole was then hammered into shape 
while heated and plunged into water 
thus producing the final hardening.

Foreteller of War Events Says Can- 
ada Has Passed Worst Period. 

Louis Joffe, author and prophet, 
who wrote a book predicting the fall 
of Russia and who is said to have 
prophesied the date of the entrance of 
the United States into the world war, 
is in Toronto.
